BOARD  OF    EDUCATION 

For  the  Year  Ending  Sept.   1,   1898. 


Your  Schocil  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been 
unanimity  of  work  and  interest  throughout  the  school  ^^ear. 

Our  schools  are  decreasing  in  numbers,  and  pupils  are  leav- 
ing for  higher  schools  at  an  earlier  age.  It  is  ver}'^  much 
more  difficult  to  get  a  teacher  for  young  scholars  who  will  do 
satisfactory  work  by  keeping  them  interested  and  busy. 

We  have  been  particularly  interested  in  what  is  sometimes 
sluringly  termed  "mud  pie  work  in  school."  The  best  com- 
mencing class  in  primary  geography,  we  have  ever  known,  did 
this  kind  of  work  before  they  were  old  enough  to  use  a  text-book 
on  geography.  The  same  is  true  of  arithmetic  and  most  es- 
pecially applicable  [to  grammar.  As  soon  as  the  child  can 
write,  give  them  some  object  and  let  them  write  all  they  can 
about  it ;  then  their  work  is  carefully  criticised  and  their 
power  of  observation  strengthened  b}'  calling  their  attention 
to  different  things  about  the  object  they  have  not  noticed. 
This  will  give  them  a  lesson  in  writing,  spelling  and  correct 
use  of  language  all  at  the  same  time,  and  keep  them  busy  when 
they  have  nothing  else  to  do;  a  busy  scholar  will  not  have 
any  time  for  mischief. 
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We  have  made  it  a  special  point  to  encourage  this  kind  of 
work  as  much  as  possible.  We  employ  only  teachers  who  are 
also  competent  for  advanced  work.  We  strongly  recommend 
those  who  intend  to  go  to  a  higher  school  to  find  out  what  is 
required  for  entrance  and  then  to  arrange  their  studies  in  ac- 
cordance so  far  as  possible.  Do  not  expect  a  result  at  all 
satisfactory  unless  sufficient  work  is  done  to  accomplish  the 
attainment  sought  for.
